KHRUSHCHEV'S ATTEMPTED ARMED INTERVENTION IN POLAND RECOUNTED

[Text] In 1956, a change that commanded worldwide attention took place in the 
international communist movement. Under the pretext of opposition to the “worship 
of personal cults," Khrushchev delivered a “secret report" to the "20th CPSU 
Congress" shocking the world with a comprehensive denunciation of Stalin. At that 
time, I worked in Poland and found that this not officially announced but already 
widely circulated top secret document was once used by someone at a marketplace 

as wrapping paper, something which greatly surprised me. Later, I learned that 
this top secret document was picked up by a defected Polish military officer of 
Jewish origin and brought to the United States as an important piece of intelli- 
gence. Soon it was published by the NEW YORK TIMES. This “secret report" became 
explosive world news ‘mmediately after its full text was published, jolting 
communist parties in the Western European countries, forcing many of their members 
to quit the party, and causing great damage to their organization. 


The convocation of the "2.ch CPSU Congress" had a tremendous adverse impact on 
Poland. Because the Soviet Red Army played a direct role in the liberation of 
Poland during the World War II, the Polish people consistently had high regard for 
Stalin as “a savior." By the time they read the “secret report," however, their 
"savior" fell to the ground and turned out to be “a butcher" and “murderer” in the 
eyes of the Polish people. The Polish people felt that they had been deceived 

by Soviet propaganda. The impact of this mental shock drove many people to tears 
and they quit the party in droves. Under this impact, the originally very active 
Polish-Soviet friendship assocation was quickly paralyzed and the people were 
ideologically confused to a great degree. The already instable situation was 
aggravated further by the loss to the Polish people of their most popular leader 
Boleslaw Bierut, chairman of the Polish United Workers’ Party, who died in Moscow 
shortly after the close of the "20th CPSU Congress." In the face of this situa- 
tion, the Polish party called its Central Committee into a plenary session and 
elected Edward Ochab its first secretary with the blessing of Khrushchev. However, 
the situation in Poland continued to deterioriate. On 28 June, rivting, strikes, 
and bloody fighting occurred in Poznan. 








The impact of the "Poznan incident" was far reaching although it was suppressed. 
There existed in Poland disputes over the outcome of the “20th CPSU Congress," the 
evaluation of Stalin, and ideological confusion among the people. These were prob- 
lems the Polish party had to face up to and for which it had to find a swift 
solution. For this reason, the Polish party launched its entire membershi; into a 
discussion. Articles full of doubts and denunciation concerning the socielist 
system appeared in the newspapers and journals. This discussion proved unsuccess- 
ful in unifying the thinking of the entire party membership and the people through- 
out the country, on the contrary, the situation finally got out of control. Par- 
ticularly noteworthy were the historical reasons that pit the Polish people against 
the Soviet big-power chauvinism and their deep-rooted discontent with the way the 
CPSU repeatedly interfered in the internal affairs of the Polish party. Their dis- 
trust of the Soviet Union soon grew into a credibility crisis. As a result, 1 
demand for the independence of the Polish party and state and for a change in the 
abnormal relations between the two parties and two countries and the voice of 
opposition to Soviet big-power chauvinism and Soviet intervention grew into a storm 
which erupted like a volcano in October. 


Earlier, Ochab had headed a Polish party delegation to attend our "Eighth Party 
Congress" held in September. Shortly after his return to Warsaw, he appeare” at 
the National Day reception given by our embassy at our invitation. At the recep- 
tion, I noticed Ochab and the members of the Politburo huddled in a corner whisper- 
ing. The mood was tense, and one got the feeling that something big had either 
already occurred or was about to happen within the Polish party. Fed by specula- 
tions from the Warsaw diplomatic corps at that time, the situation in Poland be- 
came a subject of popular concern. 


The mood of dissatisfaction with the Soviet Union grew steadily with the close of 
the "20th CPSU Congress," during which the massive purge of Stalin's enemies was 
exposed alo»? with other mistakes commitied by him and the Polish United Workers' 
Party. The Polish people pinned their hopes on Gomulka, standing behind a strong 
demand for his return to power. Gomulka was general secretary of the party from 
1943 to 1948. In 1948, he was accused of committing right deviationist and 
nationalist mistakes. In 1949, he was expelled from the Central Committee, and 
later imprisoned as a target of contradiction between ourselves and the enemy. In 
1954, he was released from prison. After that, he worked for a grassroots unit 
and did not hold any important post. After eight years of obsecurity, Gomulka 
suddenly became the center of the storm. The Soviet leaders long considered Gomulka 
a strong anti-Soviet and nationalist element, and therefore were extremely opposed 
to his return to power. On 19 October, the development of the situation forced 
the Second Polish Party Central Committee to hold its eighth plenary session. At 
that time, I saw Polish workers and students take to the streets, and massive 
parades and demonstrations. Demonstrators encircled the Party Central Committee 
building shouting slogans demanding that the party return Gomulka to power and 
hand over the proposed list of the members of its Politburo to the masses for dis- 
cussion. The holding of the eighth plenary session of the Polish party and the 
strong popular demand for Gomulka‘'s return to power angered the Soviet Union which 
regarded itself as the "father party," because the Polish party did not seek prior 
Soviet clearance of its major leadership reshuffle as it had in the past. Many 
high-ranking Polish military leaders such as commanders of the naval and ground 








forces and their general chief of staff held dual nationality, being citizens 

of both Poland and the Soviet Union. The then vice premier and concurrent minis- 
ter of national defense, Rokossovskiy, who controlled the Polish armed forces was 
a Polish-Soviet citizen and a Soviet Marshal. This absurd relationship reminded 
the Polish people that the Polish party was nothing more than an appendage of the 
Soviet Party. They were at the mercy of the Soviet Union and had lost their 
independence. This abnormal relationship had to be changed right now. 


In order to prevent the holding of the Party's Fighth Plenary Session and Gomulka's 
return to power, Khrushchev lost no time in bringing his interventionist tricks into 
play. On the one hand, he secretly ordered Rokossovskiy to move troops toward 
Warsaw and to place it under the threat of armed intervention. On the other hand, 
on the day of the opening of the Eighth Plenary Session, he boarded a plane with 
Gakanovich, Molotov and Mikoyan for a nonstop flight to Warsaw without invitation 
from the host country. But the Warsaw airport refused to clear the plane for 
landing, and ordered it to return. However, Khrushchev insisted on landing, so 

he kept his plane circling. Eventually the plane issued a warning that it was low 
on fuel, so the return trip was impossible. If it were not allowed to land 
immediately, there would be a serious accident. Under these circumstances, 

Poland permitted the plane to land. 


By then, the Plenary Session of the Central Committee was underway, discussing the 
matter of returning Gomulk: and others to the Central Committee. Nevertheless, 
the unexpected arrival of the Soviet delegation forced the Polish party to put the 
proposed resolution to a vote under a tense atmosphere. The sesssion adjourned 
temporarily after agreeing to Gomulka's return to the Central Committee. The 
plenary session also adopted a resolution inviting Gomulka to join the Polish 
leaders in a meeting with the Soviet delegation. After its adjournment, Ochab, 
Cyrankiewicz, Zawadzki, Gomulka and others hurriedly arrived at the airport to 
meet the Soviet visitors. Some high-ranking Soviet military leaders were also on 
hand at the airport to welcome the Soviet delegation. They stood or one side of 
the plane. What particularly attracted the people's attention was that Khrushchev 
appeared very angry upon alighting from the plane and shook hands firs: with the 
Soviet military leaders before moving toward the Polish leaders. When moving 
toward the Polish welcome party, he did not shake hands with his hosts but pointed 
his finger at Cyrankiewicz, saying: "Do you know that Poland was liberated by 

the Soviet Rec Army. We will not allow you to betray it." At this time, many 
drivers and security guards stood by watching the drama take place. According to 
their recollection, Cyrankiewicz replied sternly: "May I remind you, Comrade 
Khrushchev, that you are in the territory of Poland and we are the hosts. Please 
be a little more polite!" Considering that a public quarrel would serve no useful 
purpose, the Polish leaders later persuaded Khrushchev and company to accept the 
offer of a ride into the city. 


Following a heated debate, the Polish and Soviet parties reached no agreement. The 
Polish party wanted the Soviet delegation to go home, promising to send a delegation 
to the Soviet Union for a meeting following at the close of its current plenary 
session. Khrushchev returned to Moscow empty-handed after failing t> prevent the 
return of Gomulka to power. But he never gave up his atcempt at intervention. The 
Soviet party immediately summoned all communist party leaders in the Eastern 











European countries except for Poland to Moscow for a meeting in an attempt to bring 
pressure to bear on Poland through the issuance of a joint communique. At the same 
time, the S-viet Union sent Mikcyan to China to meet Chairman Mao, requesting that 
he send a Chinese Communist Party aelegation to the Moscow meeting. Following a 
dispassionate analysis of the situation at that time, Chairman Mao, aware that any 
measure of suppression would lead nowhere, agreed to send a Chinese delegation to 
Moscow, but only on the condition that the Soviet Union pledged never to fire the 
first shot at Poland. The Soviet Union agreed. After arriving in Moscow, the 
Chinese delegation headed by Liu Shaoqi and Deng Xiaoping held bilateral talks with 
its Soviet counterpart, but refused to participete in any multilateral talks 
attended by the delegations from the Soviet Union and the Eastern European countries. 
In the Jace of the Polish people's struggle and the Chinese Communist Party's 
resolute opposition to Khrushchev's behavior, the Soviet Union was forced to change 
its original plans by ordering the Soviet troops stationed in Poland back to their 
home bases, thus avoiding the grave prospect of armed intervention. The news that 
the Chinese Communist Party resolutely opposed Soviet interference at a time when 
the Polish people faced difficulties spread like a swift breeze across Poland. 
Many schools and factories posted bulletins and streamers carrying this message: 
"The Chinese party supports us." Later, many Poles told me that "the Polish 

people will never forget the type of support China has given us when we faced 
immense difficulties." 


During the Eighth Plenary Session of the Polish party, the Polish people ransacked 
Soviet clubs and stores, forced Soviet passengers to leave the trains, encircled 
and tried to break into the Soviet embassy several times. At night, sporadic gun- 
fire was heard. The demonstrators even went so far as to destroy the Cemetery for 
Soviet Martyrs. In this way, the anti-Soviet torrent reached a peak. 


The Eighth Plenary Session closed on 21 October after electing a new Jeading organ 
headed by Gomulka. His former associates including Zenon Kliszko and Marian 
Spychalski were reappointed to their original leadership positions. After his 
return to power, Gonulka immediately pressed for an answer to the question of why 
the Soviet troops were ordered to move toward Warsaw. In response to this inquiry, 
the Soviet Union used the pretext of "Autumn Military Maneuver" to cover up its 
plot for intervention. The Polish party also adopted a decision to dismiss all 
Soviet citizens from their Polish military leadership positions, and to order their 
departure from Poland before a specific date. Among them was Poland's vice premier 
and minister of national defense, Soviet Marshal Rokossovskiy. Economically, 
Poland also settled accounts with the Soviet Union, demanding that the latter 
compensate for the losses the former incurred from the sales of Polish coal to the 
Soviet Union at incredibly low prices after the liberation of Poland. Efforts were 
made to liquidate the Polish party leadership at all levels. The Polish people 
finally won victory in their resolute struggle against the brutal intervention 
attempted by the Soviet Union. They called this struggle to reshuffle their party 
leadershir and their crusade against Soviet intervention the "October Incident" or 
"October revolution," which undoubtedly taught the Soviet Union a serious lesson.

POLAND'S PREMIER URGES HARD WORK IN ENTERPRISES

[Text] Warsaw, 22 Aug (XINHUA)--According to PAP, in a meeting with managers of 

70 major enterprises, Polish Premier Jaruzelski expressed resolute support for 
leaders of enterprises who are carrying on work under difficult conditions. The PAP 
report says: The meeting on 19 August discussed the tasks and role by enterprises’ 
cadres in the face of the current economic crisis. Managers of many enterprises 
described the difficult conditions in factcries and enterprises and put forth some 
suggestions for improvement. 


Premier Jaruzelski told enterprise leaders that the government would discuss their 
Suggestions promptly. He said: "At present, we must first check economic reces- 
sion. We must push selected and the most important economic departments forward. 

To this end, we must do away with the helpless situation and overcome laxity in 
discipline." He pointed out: “Economically, we have good and dedicated managers 
working under difficult conditions. The government will support them. We will give 
them more power. Those who negate the role of managers and the role of technical 
supervision either do not understand them or want to paralyze the most important link 
in political power purposely. This can only lead to a reduction in productivity and 
a worsening of living conditions. If we have faith in the creative power of reform, 
then we should not endorse those people who want to make life miserable for the man- 
agers. Any move to force conscientious managers to leave their jobs will not be 
tolerated, besides it is against the principle of the right to work." 


Jaruzelski reminded them that the country's economic conditions would be worsened 
by excessively raising wages and increasing the number of days off and by staging 
labor strikes. "We will be bringing in a more tragic prospect if we do not curb 
such negative phenomena and put a stop to these kinds of endless rallies." "Our 
most important task at present is to get rid of the crisis. This is a task for the 
government as well as for the entire society.” 


Jaruzelski endorsed the appeei of the "solidarity" national consultative committee 
about working on their scheduled days off. He added at the same time: "The govern- 
ment endorses autcnomy. However, as far as the country is concerned, the govern- 
ment must decide on how to put this autonomy into effect."

"BEIJING RADIO' DESCRIBES NEUTRON BOMB, OTHER WEAPONS

[Excerpts] On 8 August, U.S. White House spokesman Larry Speakes announced that 
President Reagan has already decided to order the manufacture and stockpile of neutron 
bombs. This decision has triggered worldwide response. Some listeners have sent us 
letters asking: What sort of weapon is the neutron bomb? 


Also called enhanced radiation bomb, the neutron bomb is a kind of nuclear weapon 
that uses neutrons to kill people on a mass scale. When a neutron bomb explodes, 
large quantities of high-energy neutrons are released. The radioactive strength of 
these neutrons is approximately 10 times that of an ordinary nuclear weapons of the 
same equivalent. After they enter into a human body, the neutrons destroy the body 
cells and kill the person. 


Neutrons have strong penetrating power. Within their effective range they can pene- 
trate a tank's steel armor or a concrete building's thick walls and kill the people 
inside, thus posing a great threat to tanks and armored units. However, the pene- 
trating power of neutrons is not unlimited. A neutron bomb's radiation can be 

blocked by an earthen barrier of 1.5 meters thick or more. A neutron bomb's equivalent 
is relatively low. Generally it is of the kiloton class. That is to say that a 

neutron bomb has the exploding power of 1,000 tons of TNT. Thus, a neutron bomb 

can kill people with its highly strong radiation, but will cause no great damage 

to tanks and buildings as it does not generate shock waves similar to the ones by 

the atomic bomb that totally wiped out Hiroshima. 


Some listeners stated in their letters that they have often heard us mention that 
the USSR has deployed SS-20 guided missiles against targets in Western Europe. They 
want to know what sort of a weapon is the SS-20 guided missile. 


A SS-20 guided missile is a medium and long-range ballistic guided missile. SS is 
short for the English term "surface to surface," referring to a surface-to-surface 
guided missile that is launched from the ground to hit another target on the ground. 
With a 4,500 to 5,000 km range and composed of the first and second sections of a 
SS-16 intercontinental ballistic guided missile, a SS-20 guided missile is about 

17 meters long, has a diameter of 6 meters and weighs about 21 to 25 tons. The 

tip of a SS-20 guided missile is composed of three nuclear warheards, which ce. be 
guided to hit diiferent targets. Each warhead has the equivalent of at least 150,000 
tons of TNT, or 15 times that of the atomic bomb dropped on Hiroshima. According 














to Western journals, the 250 SS-20 guided missiles deployed by the USSR erainst 
Western European targets since 1977 have constituted a serious military threat to 
Western Europe. 


In December 1979, a special NATO joint meeting adopted a decision to deploy Pershing II 
interrediate-range missiles ard cruise missile in Western Furope by 1983 to meet the 
Soviet military threat. Some listeners have written to ask about the properties and 
effects of Pershing Ii and cruise missile. The two types of missiles are both 
capable of hitting targets with great accuracy and are better than the Soviet SS-20 
missiles. 


Some iisteners want to know what are the Soviet Union's BC weapons. BC weapons stands 
for biochemical weapons. The Soviet Union attaches great importance to BC weapons 
research and production. With a chemical corps numbering 90,000 to 100,000 men, the 
present Soviet Army is equipped with the largest number of chemical weapons in the 
world. It is reported that there are 10 to 20 research institutes and 40 to 50 
factories engaged in BC weapons development and production in the Soviet Union, 
producing about 30,000 toms of toxicants each year. As much as 170,000 tons of 
toxicants are stockpiled. Soviet forces are equipped with large quantities of such 
weapons. About 20-30 percent of Soviet tactical missiles are equipped with chemical 
warheads, and 20 percent of all artillery shells are chemical shells. As we all 
know, Soviet troops have used nerve gas in Afghanistan to slaughter the Afghan 
people. The Soviet Union also has provided chemical weapons to Vietnamese troops 

for use in Kampuchea. (r.ater attention should be paid to a repert from Tokyo, Japan, 
that the Soviet Union has stockpiied large quantities of chemical weapons in areas 
along the Sino-Soviet border. 


In the following we shall tell you about chemical weapons. Generally chemical 
weapons are divided into six types.

"RENMIN RIBAO' ON BREZHNEV'S CRIMEA MEETINGS

[Text] On 22 August, TASS released a communique on the results of the examination 
by the Politburo of the CPSU Central Committee on Leonid Brezhnev's recent meetings 
with leaders of seven countries--East European countries and Mongolia--in the Crimea 
resort. PRAVDA also carried an editorial, boasting that Brezhnev had "pursued peace 
and a creative line" at these meetings. 


Both the aforesaid communique and editorial are carefully worded and nothing is 
revealed concerning what concrete "agreements" were reached, what "very complicated 
problems" and "difficulties" were examined and overcome, and what "necessary co- 
ordination" among the members of tiie "socialist community" was achieved at these 
secret meetings. However, the communique makes a point of stressing the "acute 
crisis phenomenon" in Poland and Moscow's attitude toward this, and plays up the 
urgent necessity of the Kremlin to “coordinate” "the foreign policy of the countries 
of the socialist community," given the greater tension in the international situation 
at present. This is quite spectacular. 


The Polish leader was the last to travel to the Soviet Union for a meeting becuase 
of the tense situation taking place in Poland. He did not say, as leaders of other 
countries did, that he had come to Crimea "to take a rest," but said that he was on 
"a working visit." In addition, a joint communique was issued after the meeting. 
After mentioning that "the Polish people are faced with the elements of an acute 
crisis," the communique of the Politburo of the CPSU Central Committee states some- 
thing unusual: "Practice has again convinced people “how important it is" "to pur- 
sue a realistic economic policy without running into excessive debt to the capital- 
ist states, educate the working people in the spirit of internationalism, show 
revolutionary vigilance and give a timely and resolute rebuff to antisocialist for- 
ces."' PRAVDA further denounces that "enemies at home and abroad hostile to socialism 
in Poland are trying hard to make the situation there unstable, hoping to create a 
gap between the people's Poland and the Soviet Union." 


This time, although there are no direct and undisguised intervention and threats 

as was the case in the letter from the CPSU Central Committee to the Ninth PZPR 
Congress, the implication is obvious. The PZPR is not only criticized for not 
"giving a timely and resolute rebuff" in the beginning but also for adopting instead 





a policy of negotiation at home. In this communique on the Politburo meetings, 

the leaders of the Soviet Union go so far as to ask other parties to do this and 

not to do that, and stresses the principle of "the cuncern of each not only with 

the interest of its own country but also with the interest of its friends and allies.’ 
This is another manifestation of "Brezhnevism." By coincidence, 21 August this year 
happened to be the 13th anniversary of the Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia. At 
that time, this principle of mutual concern was used by the Kremlin as the pretext 
for its invasion of Czechoslovakia. This remains fresh in our memories. 


The analysis of the present international situation and the expression of the so- 
called "foreign policy of the socialist community" are also examples of Moscow im- 
posing its will on others. The communique accuses the United States of “building 
up international tension," “of deploying U.S. medium-range guided missiles in 
Western Europe," “of deciding to produce the neutron bomb and of its constant at- 
tempts to maintain high tensions in crisis situation.” It says that in contrast, 
the Soviet Union "wants to halt the armaments race," “lower the level of military 
buiol-up,” "carry out constructive dialogues," and so on. All this is a continua- 
tion of Moscow's recent propaganda offensive. As to the slander about China in the 
communique saying that China's policy is becoming "increasingly close to" the line 
of imperialism, it is only singing an old tune. Nevertheless, it seems that the 
necessity for making this slander is not to be divulged. 


In the past few years, "meetings in Crimea" have been held by Brezhnev every summer. 
These recent meetings have attracted more attention because the crisi in Poland has 
again intensified and the relations between the East and the West have become 
tenser.

HISTORICAL BAC..GROUND TO MAO ZEDONG THOUGHT ANALYZED 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 24 Jul 81 p 5 


{Text/ The Sixth Plenum of the Sixth CCP Central Committee in October 1938 brought up 
the question of concretely applying Marxism-Leninism according to the particular con- 
ditions of China. In his report, "The Role of the CCP in the National War," given 

to the plenum, Comrade Mao Zedong said: "The theory of Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin 
is universally applicable. One must not regard it as dogma, but rather as a guide to 
action." "Any talk about Marxism in isolation from the specific characteristics of 
China is merely Marxism in the abstract, Marxism in a vacuum. Hence to apply Marxism 
concretely in China so that its every manifestation has an indubitably Chinese 
character, that is, to apply Marxism in the light of China's specific characteristics, 
becomes a problem which is urgent for the whole party to understand and solve." 
("Selected Works of Mao Zedong," Vol 2, pp 498-500) 


Based on Comrade Mao Zedong's report, on 6 November the plenum passed the "Draft of 

a Political Resolution of the Enlarged Sixth Plenum of the CCP," which stated: "It 
is necessary to quickly and earnestly raise the level of theoretical knowledge 
throughout the party. Everyone, from top to bottom, must energetically study the 
theory of Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin, in order to be able to make flexible use of 
Marxism-Leninism, as well as all international experience, in every phase of China's 
actual struggle." 


In October 1939, in his article “Introducing 'The Communist,'" Comrade Mao Zedong 
proposed "the integration of the theory of Marxism-Leninism with the practice of the 
Chinese revolution." 


In April 1945, the enlarged Seventh Plenum of the Sixth CCP Central Committee stated 
in its “Resolution on Certain Historical Questions:" "Since its inception in 1921, 

the CCP has adopted as its guiding principle in all its work the integration of the 
universal truth of Marxism-Leninism with the actual practice of the Chinese revolution. 
Comrade Mao Zedong's attitude toward the theory of the Chinese revolution and its 
practice is representative of this kind of integration." 


In May 1945, at the Seventh CCP National Congress, Comrade Liu Shaogi in his report 
on the revision of the party constitution formally brought up the concept of "Mao 
Zedong Thought," which was then furthermore incorporated into the party constitution 
adopted by the Seventh Congress. In the preamble of the constitution, it says: 

"The CCP takes as guiding principle for all its work the ideological union of Marxist- 
Leninist theory with the practice of the Chinese revolution--Mao Zedong Thought. The 
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Party opposes all trends toward dogmatism and empiricism." The party constitution 
also nakes it the duty of every party member to make efforts to gain an understanding 
of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought. 


In his report on the party constitution, Comrade Liu Shaogi gave a systematic discourse 
on Mao Zedong Thought. He said: "After the Chinese Communist Party was created, 

there grew up in our country this particularly Chinese theory, which was perfect and 
correct for building up our state through a Chinese people's revolution. This theory 
has already guided our party and people in achieving tremendous victories and will 
continue to guide our party and people to achieve the final and complete victory 

and liberation. It is our party's and our people's greatest gain and glory in their 
protracted struggle, and it will benefit our nation in innumerable generations of 

the future. This theory is Mao Zedong Thought." 


Starting with the Seventh Congress, our party officially established Mao Zedong 
Thought as our party's guiding ideology. 


Mao Zedong Thought Is the Application and Development of Marxism-Leninism in China 


If the proletariat of any country is intent on revolution, it w il have to follow 

the universal principles of Marxist dialectical materialism and historical materialism. 
Since actual conditions differ from country to countiy, Marxism must not be taken 

as a dogma to be indiscriminately copied and imitated: Marxist theory must be 
correctly applied by integrating it with the actual conditions of the country concerned. 


China was a large semicolonial, semifeudal country. In its revolution many particular 
and complex problems were met with. It was not possible to repeat here what Maryism 
had prescribed in concrete terms for revolution in the developed countries of the 
West, as it was also not possible to imitate the concrete example of the October 
Revolution in Soviet Russia. 


In our party's history there was a “ime, mainly in the late twenties and early 
thirties, when a trend became current to turn Marxism into a dogma and to regard 

the Communist International and the Soviet experience as something sacred, thereby 
almost leading the Chinese revolution into an impasse. The dogmatists of those days 
in their leftist deviation did not understand the special characteristics of the 
Chinese semic-lonial, semifeudal society, did not understand that the Chinese bourgeois 
democratic revolution was in essence a peasant revolution, did not understand the 
unevenness, complicated a: i long-drawn-out nature of the Chinese revolution. They 
obscured the definite demarcation line between the democratic and the socialist 
revolution and were subjectively overanxious to surpass the democratic revolution. 
They underestimated the *ecisive role of the antifeudal struggle of the peasants in 
the Chinese revolution, .ut proposed an all-out attack against the bourgeoisie and 
the upper level of the petty bourgeoisie. They were dreaming of having the cities 
as the core of an armed uprising and consequently underestimated the importance of 
peasant guerrilla warfare and the establishment of bases in the villayes, etc. 


It was precisely in the process of struggling against these mistaken trends that Mao 
Zedong Thought gradually took shape and developed. Our party ceaselessly summed up 
the experiences of the Chinese revolution and integrated the universal principles of 
Marxism-Leninism with the actual practice of the Chinese revolution. Mao Zedong 
Thought is therefore the application and development of Marxism-Leninism in China, it 
is the correct theoretical principle and summary of experiences of the Chinese revo- 
lution, as practice has proved. 
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Those parts of Mao Zedong Thought that were relevant to establishing bases in the 
villages, encircling the cities from the countryside, finally seizing the revolu- 
tionary path to nationwide victory and the reconstruction pol’cy based on independence 
and self-reliance are also meaningful for other people of colonial or semicolonial 
countries in similar conditions. However, as Comrade Mao Zedong has repeatedly 
pointed out: The experience of the Chinese revolution may be taken merely as 
reference by other countries, which must not copy it indiscriminately. Any foreign 
experience must not be taken as dogma, the universal principles of Marxism-Leninism 
can only be applied if they are integrated with the actual conditions in the 

country concerned. 


Mao Zedong Thought Is the Crystallization of the Collective Wisdom of the Chinese 
Communist Party 


While viewing Comrade Mao Zedong as the principal representative of a Chinese 
communist and based on the fundamental principles of Marxism-Leninism, Mao Zedong 
Thought is the theoretical summation of the series of unique experiences of the 
long-drawn-out Chinese revolutionary practice; it became the scientific guiding 
ideology si:ited to Chinese conditions, the preduct of an integration of the 
universal principles of Marxism-Leninism with the actual practice of the Chinese 
revolution--this is Mao Zedong Thought. Mao Zedong Thought was not produced by the 
wisdom of Comrade Mao Zedong alone: it is equally the product of the wisdom of his 
comrades-in-arms, of the party and of the people. It is the crystallization of half 
a century of revolvtionary struggle by the Chinese people. 


For instance, the theory of the new people's democratic revolution was developed as 

a collective effort, based on the revolut_onary practice, and constituted a continuous 
summing up of the revolutionary struggle experiences. The Second Plenum of the party 
in 1922 set forth as its revolutionary objectives the fight against imperialism and 
feudal warlordism, and the plenum decided to establish a democratic united front in 
order to achieve these aims. The Third Plenum of the party in 1923 formally decided 
on a policy of nationaiist-communist cooperation. The Fourth Plenum of the party in 
1925 summed up the experiences of the 3 years since the founding of the party, par- 
ticularly the experiences of over 1 year of nationalist-communist cooperation. It 
clearly pointed out that the proletariat must occupy the leading position in the 
Chinese democratic revolution and that this revolution must be most extensively par- 
ticipated in by the workers, peasants and the urban petty bourgeoisie. The peasants 
were to be an important component of this revolution, being the natural allies of the 
working class. The fundamental content of this revolution was to be the fight against 
international imperialism, feudal economic relations and the rule of feudal warlords. 
During this period, from the Second Plenum to the Fourth Plenum, the basic ideology 
of the party regarding the new democratic revolution was initially taking shape. In 
the course of these developments many leading personalities of the party, as, for 
instance, Li Dazhao /2621 1129 68567, Deng Zhongxia /6772 0022 11157, Cai Hesen /5591 
0735 27737, Qu Qiubai /4234 4428 41017. Mao Zedong, Zhou Enlai, and others, wrote, 
as their personal contributions, quite a number of articles exploring the fundamental 
theories underlying the Chinese democratic revolution. Of course, knowledge of these 
basic theories of democratic revolution was at that time not very complete and syste- 
Matic. Following the development of the Chinese revolutionary movement, Comrade Mao 
Zedong, proceeding from the historical and social conditions of China, made a pene- 
trating study of the special characteristics of the Chinese revolution and of the 
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rules governing the Chinese revolution as an evolutionary development of Marxist- 
Leninist ideas on the leadership of the proletariat in the democratic revolution. 

He thus created the ideology of the new people's democratic revolution in which he 
advocated the leadership of the proletariat based on a worker-peasant alliance; this 
was an ideology of the masses directed against the imperialists and against feudal 
and bureaucratic capitalism. 


Another example is the theory of "encircling the cities from the rural areas and 

then capturing them." This was a creation of the party and the people in their 
collective struggle, as a scientific summation of collective experiences gathered by 
the proletarian revolutionaries of the older generation. After defeat in the great 
revolution, the party launched the Nanchang Uprising, the Autumn Harvest Uprising, 

the Canton Uprising and armed uprisings in many other places in an armed struggle 

with the new warlordism of the Kuomintang. Mao Zedong led the troops of the Autumn 
Harvest Uprising in a march to Jinggang Mountain. In these rural areas where the 
enemy's rule was weak, he established the first revolutionary base and “lighted the 
spark" by setting up an armed independent :egime of workers and peasants, thus evolving 
a new revolu-ionary way to preserve and develop the revolutionary strength. After 

the failure of the Nanchang Uprising, one part of the remnant forces moved to Haifeng 
and Lufeng in Guangdong Province and joined forces with “ocal armed peasants, while 
another part was led by Comrades Zhu De /2612 1795/7 and Chen Yi /7115 30157 to 

southern Hunan where they launched the South Hunan Uprising. In the actual experiences 
of their struggles, they unceasingly explored new revolutionary ways and initially 
effected an integration with the peasant movements in the rural areas. In April 1928, 
Zhu De and Chen Yi led their troops to Jinggang Mountain, joined forces with the 

troops led by Mao Zedong, and formed the Fourth Army Group of the Chinese Red Army of 
workers and peasants. The meeting on Jinggang Mountain and the formation of the Fourth 
Army Group of the Red Army had a deep influence on keeping up and promoting the struggle 
in the Jinggang Mountain area, as well as on the future establishment and extension 

of revolutionary bases and on a resolute continuation of the tactics of encircling 

the cities from the rural areas. 


At the same time as the fighting in the Jinggang Mountain area, and after the 

various forces that had staged uprisings moved into the countryside, the process of 
summing up their own struggle experiences and the influence of the fighting in the 
Jinggang Mountain area gradually led to an integration of armed struggle, land 
revolution and the establishment of bases. By 1930, the Red Army had expanded to 

around 100,000 «en and had established 15 larger or smaller revolutionary bases. The 
establishment of each new revolutionary base or its development provided new experiences 
for the strategy of encircling the cities from the rural areas. 


Comrade Mao Zedong scientifically summed up the experiences accumulated by the 

Darty and the people in their collective struggles and elaborated the objective rules 
of the Chinese revolution. He set forth the complete theory of the necessity for the 
Chinese revolution to go the path of encircling the cities from the rural areas and 
thus evolved a creative development of Marxism. 


There are still many more examples that show that Mao Zedong Thought is the crystal- 
lization of collective wisdom, as, for instance, the theories regarding socialist 
revolution and construction, building of the party, building of the revolutionary army 
and military strategy, etc. They will not be listed here one by one. 
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The “Three Magic Weapons" of the Democratic Revolution 


The united front, armed struggle and building the party were the “three magic 

weapons" used by the CCP to defeat its enemies in the democratic revolution. This 

was what Comrade Mao Zedong arrived at by summing up the abundant experiences of the 
party, its defeats and successes, retreats and advances, constrictions and developments, 
experienced during the democratic revolution. 


The Question of the United Front. The Chinese national bourgeoisie on the one hand 
demanded in a revolutionary way to fight imperialism and feudalism, but on the other 
hand showed a very weak and vacillating character. The big bourgeoisie (that is, the 
comprador class, the bureaucratic capitalist class) has always been the target of 

the revolution, but various groups have had the backing of different imperialit 
powers. When it is the main thing at one stage of the revolution to fight one par- 
ticular imperialist power, big bourgeois groups that belong to other imperialist 
groupings may well be allowed to join the revolutionary struggle. During the war 

of resistaice against Japan, we could therefore very well form an anti-Japanese united 
front with the Chiang Kai-shek clique, which was closely linked with Great Britain and 
the United States. However, the big bourgeoisie is still always reactionary and apt 
to sabotage or break up che united front at any time. The proletariat must therefore 
firmly maintain a struggle on two fronts when organizing a united front with the 
bourgeoisie (especially the big bourgeoisie). On the one hand, we must fight the 
mistake of denying the possibility of the bouregoisie joining the revolutionary 
struggle--this would be leftist "closed-doorism.” On the other hand we must fight. 
the mistake ot denying the differences in principle between the proletariat and the 
bourgeoisie, of obliterating the inaependence of the proletariat and the communist 
party, of having them become the tail end of the bourgeoisie--this would be 

rightist capitulationism. For the duration of a united front with the bourgeoisie, 
the independence of the proletariat must be maintained and a policy of united yet 
struggling against them, gaining unity through struggle, must be followed. When 
forced to break up with the bourgeoisie, mainly with the big bourgeoisie, we must 
dare and excel at resolute armed struggle against the big bourgeoisie, and at the 
same time gain the sympathy or neutrality of the national bourgeoisie. When the 
party carries out this kind of correct united front policy, the party will be able 

to develop and the revolution will be victorious. 


The Question of Armed Struggle. Due to the fact that there was no bourgeois democracy 
in China, the reactionary ruling class relied on armed strength in their dictatorial, 
terrorist rule over the people. The revolution could therefore only be carried out 
mainly in the form of a protracted armed struggle, as an armed revolution against an 
armed counterrevolution. The armed struggle in China was a revolutionary war led by 
the proletariat with the peasants forming the main body of the revolutionary force. 
The peasantry is the most reliable ally of the proletariat. The proletariat, relying 
on its vanguard, the communist party and its advanced ideology, organized and 
disciplinea character, raised the level of consciousness of the masses »f the peasantry, 
established rural bases and pursued the protracted revolutionary war of encircling 

the cities from the rural areas. In such a backward large country as China, in facing 
an enemy of great strength, the best strategy for the people's armies to persevere in 
a protracted struggle and gain victory was guerrilla warfare. It was a coordination 
of armed struggle, the main struggle form, with struggles on the political, economic 
and ideological fronts which continuously developed and increased the revolutionary 
strength and gained victory in the revolution. 
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The Question of Building the Party. The two basic weapons that defeated the enemy 
were the united front and armed struggle. The struggle history of our party during 
the democratic revolution makes it clear: when the party correctly handled the two 
problems, the united front and armed struggle, the development and consolidation of 
our pa-ty took one step forward; when it did not correctly handle these two questions, 
the development and consolidation of our party would retrogress. The process of 
building the party is therefore closely linked with the political line of the party, 
it is closely linked with the ability ofthe party to correctly handle the problems 

of the united front and of armed struggle. 


Our party, under the leadership of Comrade Mao Zedong, integrated the theories of 
Marxism-Leninism with the practice of the Chinese revolution, became aware of the 
special characteristics and laws of the Chinese revolution and correctly understood 
the united front, armed struggle and building the party, these three questions and 
their interrelationship. As a consequence, the party was able to speedily develop and 
gain strength to become the leadership core of the entire nation, leading all the 
people of this nation to final nationwide victory in the democratic revolution. 


The “Three Great Workstyles” of the Party 


In his political report to the Seventh National Congress of the CCP, entitled “On 
Coalition Government,” Comrade Mao Zedong summed up and set forth the three great 
workstyles of the party, which are: integrating theory with practice, forging close 
links with the masses and vracticing self-criticism. In Comrade Mao Zedong's 
opinion it is these three workstyles which are the hallmarks that distinguish our 
communist party from any other political party. 


When explaining the integration of theory and practice, Comrade Mao Zedong said: 
"The universal truth of Marxism-Leninism, which reflects the practice of proletarian 
struggle throughout the world, becomes an invincible weapon or the Chinese people 
when it is integrated with the concrete practice of the revc utionary struggle of 
the Chinese proletariat and the broad masses of the Chinese people.” Our party has 
grown and advanced through staunch struggle avainst every manifestation of dogmatism 
and empiricism, which runs counter to these workstyles. 


When explaining the workstyle of forging close links with the masses, Comrade Mao 
Zedong strong] emphasized the mass viewpoint and mass line. He said: “Our point 
of departure is to serve the people wholeheartedly and never for a moment divorce 
ourselves from the masses, to proceed in all cases from the interests of the people 
and not from one's self-interest or from the interests of a small group, and to 
identify our responsibility to the people with our responsibility to the leading 
organs of the party.” He emphatically pointed out: "The supreme test of every word 
and deed of a communist is whether they conform with the highest interests and enjoy 
the support of the overwhelming majority of the people.”

can crush us while we can crush any enemy.”

Could he be reluctant to discard any idea, viewpoint, opinionoOr method which is not 
Suited to the needs of the people?" He also said: “Countless revolutionary martyrs 
have laid down their lives in the interests of the people." "Can there be any 

personal interests, then, that we would not sacrifice or any error that we would not 
discard?" 
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The three great workstyles that Comrade Mao Zedong summed up, and their practice 


throughout the party, guaranteed the party's leadership which led the whole nation from 
victory to victory. 


"The workstyle of the ruling party is a question which decides the life or death of 

that party." The restoration and promotion of the party's three great workstvles and 
the rectification of various bad workstyles adopted during the 10 years of turmoil are 
bound to unite the whole party and the who!e nation in its efforts to gradually build 


up, with one heart and one mind, a modern, highly democratic, highly cultured, socialist 
powerful state.

[Text] The "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since

The "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party 
Since the Founding of the PRC" approved by the Sixth Plenary Session of the llth 
CCP Central Committee was adopted to set things to rights in the party ana nation 
and when we are carrying forward the revolutionary cause. It uses the universal 
principles of Marxism to summarize China's historical experience in socialist 
revolution and socialist construction and not only will play an inestimable role 
in unifying the ideology and understanding of the party, army and all the nation- 
alities to struggle with one heart and mind for the realization of the new 
historical mission, but also will enrich and develop Marxism and Mao Zedong 
Thought, providing many new experiences for the international communist movement. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang's speech at the meeting celebrating the 60th anniversary of 

the founding of the CCP looked back on the party's glorious history and pointed 
out the important significance and direction of strengthening party construction. 
The content set forth in the “Resolution” and "Speech" is very rich and profound 
and the summarized experience is very incisive and scientific. These two brilliant 
documents which shine with the light of Marxism and Mao Zedong Thought are valuable 
treasures which concentrate all the party's wisdom and experience gained through 
tests of victory and setbacks in long-term struggle and for which the party has 
paid an enormous price and they are our guide for future work and the compass for 
our actions. Conscientiously studying, profoundly understanding and firmly 
implementing the spirit of these two documents is an important task which faces 

all the party comrades and all the nation's people and it is a central task which 
must be stressed well by party organizations at all levels. 


In the process of constantly summarizing historical experience and using this 
historical experience to educate the membership and cadres of the party, our party 
is constantly advancing and maturing.

During the time of the 
democratic revolution, by correctly summarizing historical experience, the party 
won the great revolutionary victory. This time, by correctly summarizing the 
party's historical experience since the founding of the PRC, it will promote the 
even greater victory of future socialist construction. For this reason, stressing 
the study ~f the "resolution" and the "speech" and educating party members and 
cadres using the new historical experience of the period of socialist revolution 
and construction is the central key to strengthening party construction, mastering 
ideological education and uniting the party to wage the great political struggle, 
and it is necessary that it be stressed firmly and well. 
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Party organizations at all levels should painstakingly guide and organize this 
study, broadly and deeply propagandize and launch this study and guide it deeper 
in a planned and gradual way. Everyone should be guided to stress the essential 
points of study and understand the spiritual essence, with attention to guarding 
against getting entangled in quibbling over individual issues or adopting a study 
attitude of casual skimming and superficial understanding. Everyone should be 
guided to use the dialectical materialist and historical materialist point of view 
to evaluate the events, merits and faults, and rights and wrongs of history, to 
analyze the subjective factors and social causes which brought about these events, 
to absorb the experience of history, become more united, to look ahead and to 
concentrate their energics on resolving new questions and completing new historical 
missions. We should advocate getting things off one's chest and speaking out 
freely, conducting full discussions of different understandings and find some 
solution to mistaken understandings by reasoning things out and reaching 
conclusions on the basis of unifying the thinking of the entire party in the 
"resolution." In sum, this study should strive both to take many forms and be 
active and at the same time to be serious and conscientious and strive for results. 
Through study we can truly raise the party's level of Marxism and Mao Zedong 
Thought and the ability to use it better to direct actual work and to achieve tue 
goal of unifying the ideology and understanding of the party and the entire nation 
and heighten the consciousness of carrying out the line, direction and various 
policies of the party since the Third Plenary Session. 





What should be especially emphasized is that party organizations at all levels 
should do a good job of organizing the study of the party membership and the 
masses and that party leadership cadres at all levels in particular should set an 
example in their own behavior, being the first to study, studying deeper and 
better. This is the key to whether or not this study will be profound and 
effective. In the Yan'an campaign for rectification and study which started in 
1942, the fact that many UPPeT and middle level party cadres took the lead in 
studying made this Marxist ideological education campaign enormously effective. 
For the leaders to be the first to study and strive to become models is the most 
forceful appeal and the best way to mobilize the party members and the masses to 
study. At the same time, if the leaders study deeper and study better they will 
be able to provide the correct direction for the study by the party members and 
the masses and will be able to constantly Lead the study even deeper. In 
particular, the leader's position and the responsibility he bears will determine 
whether or no- he has studied well. This is not purely a question of influence 
on the study of rank-and-file party members and the masses, but a question of 
influence on the work of a district, section or unit. If one has not penetrated 
the spirit of the document or understood it well or even has a distorted view, 
then how can one make the fundamental experience summarized by the "resolution" 
the guiding thought in one's work and consciously carry out the line, principles

and policies of the party? 


The historical period since the founding of the PRC which is summarized by the 
"resolution" and the series of important historical events which it evaluates 

are part of the personal experience or at least very familiar to many comrades. 
For this reason when we begin to study it we not only feel it very personally, but 
it is also easy for us to relate it to actuality. This is a favorable condition 
for doing a goci job of study. However, there is also the question of how to 
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relate it to actuality. One way is to view it as an outsider and just talk in 
generalities--nothing is learned this way. Another way is to get caught up in 
historical questions and even debate the right and wrong of the specific history 
of one's region or unit--it is impossible to comprehend and master the spiritual 
essence of the documents this way. The correct attitude should be to understand 
more profoundly the fundamental experience summarized by the "resolution" to raise 
one's understanding and to achieve the goal of unified thinking and stronger unity 
so as to take the spirit of the "resolution" as one's own thinking and conscious 
action. 


In the 32 years since the founding of the PRC, the socialist undertaking of our 
party's leaders has undergone a tortuous development. To link up study and 
actuality, one should also be good at comparing the times of victory with the times 
ot setbacks, especially compar‘ng the generally good situation which has appeared 
economically and politically since the Third Plenary Session with the domestic 
chaos created by the decade of the "Great Cultural Revolution," and conscientiously 
analyze the causes of victory and setback. In this way we can truly and profoundly 
understand through a clear comparison of successes and failures that the 
ideological, political and organizational line reestablished by the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth CCP Central Committee is the correct Marxist line and that it 
will restore and develop under new conditions the scientific principles of Mao 
Zedong Thought and the correct policies of the party; truly and profoundly under- 
stand the fundamental experience summarized by the "resolution" and that the path 
which has been gradually established since the Third Plenary Session suited to 
China's situation for building a strong, modernized socialist nation is correct 
and absolutely necessary.

{Text7 On the eve of the CCP's 60th anniversary, the Central Committee called the 
Sixth Plenum of the llth CCP Central Committee, which adopted the “Revolution on 
Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the Founding of the PRC."

We Must Unify Our Understanding on Questions of Basic Principle and Strengthen Our

Unify Conceptions and Strengthen Unity in the Question of Drawing Lessons From 
Past Experiences 


In the course of achieving great successes during the past 32 years, there also 
occurred many mistakes in our work, including the comprehensive, long-drawn-out and 
Grave blunder of the "Great Cuitural Revolution." As we fully affirm the achievements 
of the socialist revolution and construction, we must at the same time also earnestly 
analyze these mistakes and draw lessons from these experiences. T1is is another 
highly important question which relates to the strengthening of unity throughout the 
party. 


In questions regarding the serious overextension of the antirightist struggle, the 
movement of the “Great Leap Forward," the people's commune movement, the antirightist, 
socialist education movement, etc, the "resolution" analyzes the correctness and 
mistakes in the guiding ideology of the party during these events in the light of 

the historical conditions of the time, and ascertains the subjective factors and 
social causes of these mistakes. In listing these facts, the “resolution” tells us 
that the main mistakes committed since the founding of the PRC were "leftist" mistakes.

a harmful attitude. Conversely, if we were to disregard our mistakes, cover up our 
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mistakes, or to this date deny any mistakes, it would also be a most inappropriate 
attitude. It would in itself constitute a mistake. In studying the "resolution" and 
in summing up the lessons to be drawn from past experiences, we must be wary and avoid 
Or overcome attitudes such as the two mentioned above.

Recently, leading bodies of the various units have placed the greatest importance 
on doing a good job of leading the organizational lifeof leading bodies. Within a 
specified period, they have all held specialized meetings for heart-to-heart 

talks, using the methods of criticism and self-criticism to investigate the 
situation regarding the implementation of the party's line, programs, and policies 
since the Third Plenum, and the implementation of the "standards", and have 
conscientiously summed up their experience and lessons learned. Numbers of

Comrade Chen Jie [7115 2638], head of the city's 
Second Light Industry Bureau took several comrades to Canton to take care of some

CADRES URGED TO DEVELOP REVOLUTIONARY SPIRIT

[Text] The eradication of "leftist" ideological influence by leading cadres is a 
development that is welcomed everywhere. However, it also gives rise to some 
arguments. The gist of these arguments is: might not the eradication of “leftist” 
ideological influence hinder the development of a revolutionary spirit? Do we 
still want to promote a revolutionary spirit? 


We consider that the eradication of “leftist” ideological influence among leading 
echelons is not in conflict with developing a revolutionary spirit. From the 
point of view of the requirements for building socialist modernization, "leftist" 
ideological influence must definitely be eradicated, and a revolutionary spirit 
must continue to be developed. In that case, in real life why is it that some 
comrades are concerned and think that contradictions might arise between the 
two? This is first of all dueto the fact that the questions of what constitutes 
"leftist" ideological influence and what is our objective in implementing a 
clearing up of ideology have still not been truly clarified, giving rise to 
misunderstandings. After the socialist reformation of our basis was completed in 
the course of building our national economy, in our guiding ideology the error of 
"leftism" truly existed, and the causes of this were: first, not paying due 
attention to the existing situation of our productive forces and at the same time, 
with regard to production, being overanxious to change over to a transitional 
stage; second, not paying due regard to objective reality in the building of the 
economy and being overanxious to achieve quick results; and third, violating the 
law of a proportional development for our national economy. The end result of 
these "leftist" errors, with the addition of the interference and destruction 
wrought by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" during the "cultural revolution," was 
extremely serious; the national economy wavered and could not progress, and the 
superiority of the socialist system could not be brought into full play, seriously 
dampening the socialist spirit of the broad ranks of cadres and the masses. Ever 
since the Third Plenum of the Central Committee, the party Central Committee has 
adhered to the principles of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought with regard 
to integrating theory with practice and seeking truth frem iacts; summed up its 
experiences and lesson learned; rectified the errors of the "left"; combined the 
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basic principles of scientific socialism with the concrete situation in our 
country; and formulated a correct line, programs, and policies. Today, the 
formulation and implementation of the guiding principle of the readjustment of our 
national economy is a sign that the guiding ideology behind the building of our 
national economy has begun to undergo a fundamental transformation. The principal 
manifestation of this change lies in the fact that we have freed ourselves from 
the shacklesof leftist ideology and returned to the path of seeking truth from 
facts. The party Central Committee demands that the leading cadres eradicate 
"leftist" ideological influence from their economic work through making a clear 
distinction between right and wrong in our guiding ideology, drawing a clear line 
between the correct and the false, and urging the entire party to be more 
conscientious in implementing the party Central Committee's great policy decision 
on carrying out further economic readjustment. For this reason, correctly 
eradicating "leftist" ideological influence is absolutely not capable of hindering 
the development of a revolutionary spirit. On the contrary, only by having freed 
themselves of the fetters of the guiding ideology of “leftism" will the broad 
ranks of cadres and the masses be able to rouse themselves to revolutionary 
enthusiasm, have their hands and feet free to work, and enable our country's 
economic work to develop in a healthy and progressive way. There is still 
another important reason why some comrades erroneously consider that eradicating 
"leftist" ideological influence would hinder the development of a revolutionary 
spirit: during the 10 years of turmoil, when the "gang of four" pushed the error 
of “leftism" to an extreme, the question of right andi wrong in displaying 
revolutionary spirit also became quite confused. For example, “high quotas" and 
"high rates of speed" that departed from reality were considered to be manifesta- 
tions of revolutionary enthusiasm, while the notion of proceeding from the firm 
basis of one's actual abilities was considered to be rightist; a slogan like "do 
not fear our not being able to accomplish something--fear only our not trying," 
which placed excessive emphasis on determination, was greatly extolled as a 
revolutionary slogan, while the idea of proceeding according to objective economic 
laws and the scientific spirit of wanting to have our feet firmly on the ground 
were disparaged as lacking enthusiasm for socialist construction, and even labeled 
rightist. For this reason, if in clearing up “leftist" thinking from our economic 
work we abandon the whole set of "leftist" slogans and methods from the past, 

some comrades will mistakenly suppose that it is also no longer necessary to 
promote a revolutionary spirit. This kind of understanding is incorrect. The 
revolutionary spirit of striving for the prosperity of th: country and arduous 
struggle has been an important condition for the forward advance of socialism, and 
at any and all times we still want to display a revolutionary spirit. The fact 
that our new China is able to have the kind of accomplishments it has today is 
precisely the result of the fact that the broad ranks of cadres and the masses, 
under the leadership of the party, did not fear difficulties or sacrifices and, 
filled with revolutionary ardor, proceeded with their arduous struggle. The 
problem is that the promotion of a revolutionary spirit must be founded on a 

basis that is consistent with reality. If we depart from this point, then we will 
act rashly and blindly, harming the revolution and construction. That is to say, 
the revolutionary spirit that we want to promote is the revolutionary spirit of 
upholding scientific socialism, and not a blind, rash action that attempts to 
transcend realism. 
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Of course, the original significance and aim of clearing up "leftist" ideological 
influence is for the benefit of developing a socialist, revolutionary spirit. 
Nevertheless, it is also far from being the case that in the course of this clear- 
ing up there will not occur or exist problems that are in violation of that 
original significance. For leading cadres, in the course of clearing up the 
ideoiogy there really exists the question of a scientific attitude, which is co 
say that in seeking truth from facts they must attempt to make a clear disianction 
between right and wrong. For example, since we cannot, on the pretext of being 
afraid of having a negative influence on revolutionary enthusiasm, simply not try 
to clear up “leftist" ideological influence or act in a haphazard manner, we also 
cannot brand as "leftist" certain shortcomings and problems in our concrete work 
or, citing the pernicious influence of “leftism," fail to make an active effort 

to complete projects that could be completed fairly quickly if necessary. Still 
less when we speak of clearing up erroneous “leftist" ideology can we splash cold 
water on the revolutionary enthusiasm of grassroots-level cadres and the masses 

in the concrete performance of their duties; in particular, we cannot place the 
blame for upper-echelon policy errors on energetic, hard-working lower-echelon 
cadres. The revolutionary enthusiasm of cadres and the masses must be fostered 
thoroughly and at all times. If, without having a clear idea of exactly what we 
are talking about, we indiscriminately brand everything as "leftist," then not 
only will we not be able to put our sconomic work back on the proper, healthy 
track, but it will quite possibly suppress the revolutionary spirit of grassroots- 
level cadres and the broad masses of workers. 


In short, “leftist" ideological influence must definitely be eradicated and the 
revolutionary spirit of working hard for the prosperity of the country and striving 
arduously must definitely be promoted. Through clearing up our ideology and 
clearly distinguishing between right and wrong, all echelons from top to bottom, 
must rouse themselves to a revolutionary spirit, start from a basis of reality, do 
everything possible to overcome difficulties, do a good job of further readjusting 
the national economy, and raise production, and the aims of clearing up our 
ideology will have been accomplished.

MORE THAN 800 TEACHERS OF SCHOOLS OF HIGHER LEARNING JOIN PARTY

teachers and other professional and technical personnel at the 43 institutions of 
higher learning in Beijing have entered the Communist Party of China within the past 
several years. These comrades who have just entered the party include Professors 
Cai Xu /5591 24857, Jiang Zehan /3068 3419 32117, Zhu Zhixian /2612 2535 63437, Wang 
Zhuxi /3769 4554 33057 and 26 other professors, 57 assistant professors and 377 
lecturers. 


This group of teachers who have become new party members have for the most part 
undergone long periods of training, have an unshakeable faith in communism and a deep 
feeling for the party. At the forum for young comrades, several of the older pro- 
fessors who have newly entered the party took their personal experie:.es in the new 
and old society to explain that there is a new China, and they themselves have a 
glorious old age only because of the leadership of the communist party. 


They explained that the four basic principles in support of the party are needed by 
a billion people and are the road determined by historical necessity. 


The vast majority of these new party members are the backbone of education and research. 
Before they entered the party they made demands of themselves in accordance with the 
standards for party members and after becoming members they actively have served as 
vanguard model party members. One lecturer who recently entered the party said: 

"The party has expended such effort to train us 92 be university teachers and we only 
are a small fraction among the people of our age group.

BEIJING SCHOOLS OF HIGHER LEARNING HOLD PARTY REPRESENTATIVE ASSEMBLIES

[Text/7 In Beijing recently, 20 institutions of higher learning, including Beijing 
University, Qinghua University, Beijing Normal University, and Beijing Technical 
University convened party representative assemblies. These assemblies restored the 
democratic life within the party in these schools which had been almost completely 
destroyed during the 10 years of disruptive activity by the "gang of four" and 
served to actively promote the improvement of leadership workstyles and the 
strengthening of party leadership. 


During the party representative assemblies, the party committee members of the 
various schools made a broad call for opinions from the masses in and outside of the 
party toward educational work and especially toward the committee members thoroughly 
implementing the line, principles and policy undertaken since the 3rd Plenum of the 
llth Party Central Committee, carrying them on to a conscientious conclusion, further 
Clarifying the mission of properly carrying out educational work and important 
measures. The broad masses, under the spiritual encouragement of the party repre- 
sentative meeting and through the liberation of thought and conscientious work, 
unified their thinking and raised their knowledge concerning the work of the schools 
and other important questions, thus increasing unity among comrades and between the 
leadership and the masses. There was a new increase in activism of the broad group 
of teachers, students, staff and workers in their work and in study. 


General elections of the new party committee members were held during the party 
representative assemblies at the various schools. The elections were carried out on 
a more thoroughly enhanced democratic basis. Candidates were mostly determined after 
a vote of the opinions of party members, after broadly listening to opinions of 

those in and outside of the party and after repeated consideration and consultation 
in various other democratic activities. Finally at the meeting of party represen- 
tatives, the new party committee members were elected by means of a plurality vote. 
The characteristics of the newly elected party committee secretaries and assistant 
secretaries in the recently held party representative meetings of 18 schools of 
higher learning changed from those before the election in four points. First, their 
numbers were reduced. From an original 85 people, the number was reduced to 63. 
Second, their average age was lower, declining from 68 to 58.5. Third, the percentage 
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of those with university education levels was increased from 49 percent to 58 
percent. Fourth, the number of party general administrative staff was reduced. 
Before the election there were five or six party general administrators among the 
party administrators of the various schools, after the elections there were only two 
Or three. Some of the new committee members from the educational institutions also 
decided to adopt several measures to improve leadership workstyles. 


Recently the relevant department of the Municipal Communist Party Committee of 
Beijing invited some comrades from the schools to a forum to sum up the experiences 
of the party representative meetings.

LIAONING EMPHASIZES STRENGTHENING OF IDEOLOGICAL POLITICAL WORK IN UNIVERSITIES

{Text7 Since the work conference of the Party Central Committee, there have been new 
improvements in the ideological and political work in the institutions of higher 
learning in our province creating many good experiences. The strengthening of ideo- 
logical work has caused a great rise in the ideological awareness of students and 
caused an obvious change in mental attitudes. But this is merely a good starting 
point for ideological work in the schools. Looking from the perspective of the basic 
mission of institutions of higher learning and their educational goals, our work still 
has a long way tc go, and there is a great need to continue strengthening ideolocical 
work. 


The basic mission of higher education is to develop high quality specialized personnel 
educated both morally and intellectually for the tasks of socialism. That is to say, 
to become a college student who meets the standards of socialism one must not only 
have the resolute specialized skills needed to serve the four modernizations and 
national reconstruction, but must also have steadfast political beliefs, the lofty 
ideals of communism, an aspiration to give one's all for the four modernizations, 

and to have high-minded morality, i.e. to become an “idealistic, moral, knowledgeable 
and skillful” person who is both red and expert. To accomplish such a basic mission, 
to reach this kind of educational goal, ideological and political work must be 
strengthened and moral cultivation must be put in the forefront of student ideological 
education. 


To carry on ideological and political education for students, we should first 
research the special characteristics of contemporary university students, profoundly 
understand their ideological circumstances and strive to make a fairly precise and 
pertinent analysis. This is the starting point for accomplishing work among students 
and is also the principal basis for determining policy in ideological education. If 
we don't accurately recognize the object of our cultivating efforts, then it is the 
same as “shooting an arrow without looking at the target or talking without regard 
for the audience," and it would be d .ficult to avoid problems in guiding ideology 
and in working methods. The basic character and the main trends among this generation 
of students are good. They love the socialist motherland, love the party, support 
the four basic principles and uphold the four modernizations. They study diligently 
and long to be useful, to promote in China the assiduous study of modern scientific 
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and cultural knowledge. They consider the situation as a whole, are reasonable, 
cherish a favorable outlook on security and unity, make allowances for the problems 
of the nation and the schools, and are imbued with the courage and determination to 
overcome difficulties. Yet some problems also exist. This generation of students 
was raised during the chaotic period of the ten disastrous years, and they have been 
affected by the various pernicious influences of Lin Biao andthe "gang of four." 

They were born in the new society and have no personal experience of the bitterness 
and darkness of the old China. They don't have the experience of the vast difference 
between the new and the old society. They lack-an essential understanding of the 
superiority of the socialist system and the corruption of the capitalist system. 

They long for and look forward to a strong democratic and enlightened country that 
has achieved the four modernizations, yet still cannot correctly handle the problems 
that will come while carrying this out, and still lack accurate knowledge about 
certain mistakes our party has made during its work. It is precisely for the afore- 
mentioned reasons that the majority of students all have various levels of problems, 
no matter whether it is in their ideals for the future, study goals, outlook on life, 
world view, moral sense or notions of discipline. 


There are also a small number of students in whom doubt and wavering have emerged 
about certain basic principles. If you don't see the problems among students, then 
your understanding of the importance of ideological and political work among uni- 
versity students, its complexity and its tremendous difficulty, will be insufficient. 
If you have seen the problem, you may lose confidence in the objects of cultivation 
and adversely affect our work. It should be noted that the great majority of students 
are comparatively young when they enter school and that this time is precisely the 
important formative stage in their view of life and the world. They are very 
Malleable. They @ie just becoming concerned about national affairs, searching for 
truth, boldly investigating, diligently thinking things over, becoming active 
ideologically and so on. Also, their fundamental knowledge of Marxism-Leninism and 
historical Owledge are lacking, their thinking is not mature, they tend to extreme 
views when considering problems and have other weakpoints. Yet, by and large most 
students are good, and the ideological and political conditions in which they are 
growing up are even better than for the last generation. They are fully capable of 
becoming a generation adept at thinking and which can make great contributions. 

The key is whether we can arm them with Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. This 
means we must take careful aim at their special ideological characteristics, support 
the policy of keeping communications open and carry out ideological and political 
education successfully. 


We must be adept at answering questions posed by the students, patiently explaining 
the relevant principles and “explaining the principles and teaching with skill and 
patience." When carrying out ideological education we must adopt an attitude of fair 
discussion, imbuing them with the perception that you are a "good teacher and bene- 
ficial friend," so that they are inspired and enlightened. When doing ideological 
and political work you must persuade people, you can't force them; you must move them 
by reason, not by force. You must offer judicious guidance according to the circum- 
stances and cannot rely on simple and rigid teaching methods. | 


Students in their ideological activity are willing to think independently and this 
should be advocated and encouraged. Even if their knowledge concerning some questions 
is inaccurate that is not important. Willingness to think is better than laziness in 
thinking. Ideological knowledge will always have different levels. We should guide 
university students correctly in the atmosphere of ideological activity, life and 
study, and bring them to a healthy maturity. 
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We must advocate that leading cadres of all schools everywhere involve themselves 
deeply with the students and make friends with them, vigorously fostering deep con- 
fidence, emotional links, and heart-to-heart talks. Possibly the questions put forth 
by the students can't be answered all at once, or the answers won't convince them 
absolutely, but this is not important. If once isn't enough, further conversations 
or hold group discussions will gradually resolve their problems. 


Ideological work is a science. It has a scientific and orderly nature. For this 
reason it is completely necessary to establish an elite contingent political workers 
and to maintain stability. Yet it is insufficient to rely solely on the political 
work contingent to carry out ideological and political work. We must mobilize the 
broad group of educators, staff and workers, especially the teaching assistants, 
lecturers and professors to do ideological work among the students. There are many 
educators and they see the students every day, moreover, the words and deeds of 
teachers influence students greatly. For this reason the significance of mobilizing 
all educators to do ideological work is very great. To instruct and tocultivate people 
is the glorious responsibility of educators. Intellectual education and moral 
education cannot be completely separated; moral education should be a part of 
intellectual education. 


All schools must strengthen leadership in ideological and political work. They must 
skillfully organize their strength in many aspects, adopt various approaches, and 

use many channels of communication. In this way the base of ideological and political 
work will be broadened even more. We need only work energetically and a generation 

of students, both red and expert, developed both morally and intellectually, will 
certainly be brought to healthy maturity, and the institutions of higher learning 

will certainly produce successive generations of able individuals.

ABUSE OF AUTHORITY TO PUNISH SUBORDINATES CRITICIZED

{Text7 Shoes are mainly designed to help people walk safely. However, another type 
of shoes function differently, and will make the wearer so uncomfortable that he can- 
not move a single step forward. They have been dubbed “small shoes" by the people. 


In the old society, women were required to bind their feet. In the end, their feet 
became “so small" that they often lost their balance when walking. Although this 
unhealthy tradition of requiring women to bind their feet disappeared long ago, 
another unhealthy trend to deliberately force people to "wear shoes" as a form of 
punishment still exists today, and in some places, has even gained strength. 


According to a newspaper report, one day a security guard at a certain mine offended 
his boss when he denied the boss' sons entry to a bathhouse to take a shower pursuant 
to a regulation issued by the boss that no dependent without a ticket in hand should 
be allowed to use the bathhouse. The guard's “retirement from his glorious post" was 
announced 3 days later for “health reason" at the age of less than 50. 


Another example is that a cadre who exposed his boss' attempt to transfer his son 
from a frontier post at a meeting after refusing to heed his instruction in this con- 
nection was transferred to a hardship post 3 months later on the ground that “he is 

a man of principle capable of enduring hardships.” 


Cadres critical of the "disobedient" to their bosses have been denied benefits in 
terms of work-study, promotion, awarding of housing units to themselves and jobs to 
their children. Anyone at odds with his boss will sooner or later “meet the same 
fate” and will suffer other inconveniences. Although cases of this sort can be 
avoided, no efforts have been made to prevent their recurrence. 


Some people have acknowledged this trend as a problem but not a cause for alarm. 
Although the inclination to impose "small shoes" on people is a behavior more "civi- 
lized" than brazen reprisals an? vengeful attacks, its dangerous consequence can in 
no way be minimized. This unhealthy trend to punish people this way is actually a 
form of unfair treatment or mistreatment, which will have a dampening effect on their 
initiative. A more serious consequence is that under its influence, democracy can be 
suffocated, motivation to progress can be nipped in the bud, talented people can be 
destroyed, and souls will feel scared to death. In localities where "small shoes" 
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are in wide circulation, comrades of rectitude, intelligence and the courage to 
stand for the principle are bound to face suppression, while sycophants and flatters 
will become more active than ever. In some units, those who have experienced the 
"small shoes” will lose their courage to speak out again, while others who have not 
experienced them will hesitate to volunteer any proposals. In the end, although 
their prestige will be diminished, leading cadres will become more arrogant than 
ever, the party's excellent tradition will suffer damage, the enthusiasm of the 
masses will be dampened, the lively political situation will give way to a dull 
Climate in which 10,000 horses will stand mute and rectification of the unhealthy 
workstyle will become an empty slogan. 


Although the trend to compel people to wear “small shoes" is deeply hated by the 
public, thus far nothing has been done to deal with it. Since those who can threaten 
people with “small shoes" are power-wielders, they can hardly be persuaded by the 
masses to change their minds unless they are ousted from offices of public trust. 


As far as we know, these power-wielders are usually classified as "men of good 
personality” or “good cadres," and therefore cannot be dismissed from office for 
forcing someone to wear “small shoes." At worst, they might be asked to exercise 
self-criticism and perfunctorily examine their conduct. (They can also ignore this 
request.) In the days ahead, the existing wearers of “small shoes" will have to 
continue to wear them and others may not be able to avoid wearing them. Meanwhile, 
the compulsive order to force “small shoes" on people is by no means a graceful act. 
For this reason, those who plot this matter often have to invent some good reasons for 
doing this under a plausible pretext in order to deceive the public. Now let me 
return to the two examples I mentioned earlier. In essence, there is nothing wrong 
with a decision to retire a worker from his glorious post, nor is there anything 
wrong with a decision to assign a cadre to a remote hardship post which conforms to 
the party's requirements. However, such executive power has been wielded by some 
people to punish their adversaries. In response to the public's protests, they 
always say: “we are only acting in accordance with the policy!" In the end, the 
victims of "small shoes" become awkward characters bearing a striking resemblance 

to a “deaf-mute unable to complain after being unjustly treated.” It is clear that 
this treatment is unjustified and unfair. But no one can do anything about it. So 
this treatment still persists. This is why many people want to adopt “a hands-off 
policy” in this matter and why this ill-intentioned trend is so hard to reverse over 
a long *i 


"An angry eye must be met with an angry eye" is an ancient proverb that can be used 

to portray those narrowminded and mean characters intent on avenging their adversaries 
as soon as they come to power. A typical example was the Dowager Empress Ci Xi of 

the late Qing Dynasty, who was universally condemned for saying: “I can make anyone 
unhappy for the rest of his life if he makes me unhappy once." Communist Party cadres 
should never emulate her conduct. Nor should they promote such a philosophy bordering 
on sadism. Leading cadres should learn to bear with all forms of mass criticism no 
matter whether they are correct, incorrect or even mistaken. The power wielded by 
leading cadres is not a tool for them to vent their pent-up wrath on others and 
threaten them with "small shoes."

SOVIET AIRLIFT CAPABILITY IN AFGHAN INVASION NOTED

{Excerpt7 3. Several Noteworthy Questions Raised by the Large-scale Soviet Military 
Airlift in the Invasion of Afghanistan 


The strong airlift capability of the Soviet Army means it has mobility on a global 
scale. In other words, it serves as a means to invade the Third World or to start 
local wars at any time. In the face of a nuclear stalemate, the Soviet Union evidently 
hopes to eliminate the Third World countries andthe other intermediate zones one by 
one, aS long as a direct confrontation with the United States can be avoided. By 

this means, it will strengthen its strategic position and finally dominate the 

whole world. This may be the current Soviet strategy, and military airlifting is a 
powerful means to support this strategy. 


As a precaution against old Soviet tricks, we should pay attention to the following 
questions while drawing lessons from the Afghanistan incident: 


l. If we want to determine whether or not the Soviet Army will launch a sudden 
attack, it is not enough to judge from the surface activities of the Soviet Army, 
simply because its airlift capability makes it possible for the Soviet Union to 
transport troops and equipment on a campaign scale directly into the war theater 
over geographical obstacles from different locations and within a short time. 


2. In launching a sudden attack, the Soviet Army does not necessarily start its 
penetration from the frontier regions. It may possibly fan out from a political or 
military center or start its attack from both the rear and the frontal areas. This 
poses new problems in planning for combat, choosing the form of combat and the 
deployment of military forces. For example, in launching an invasion, the Soviet 
Army can rely on its strong air mobility in choosing not only the direction of its 
attack but also the distance of its objective. This will give it great initiative. 
As a precaution against invasion, therefore, we must have not only suitable defense 
positions but also adequate mobility. The NATO forces hold that this mobility is 
necessary not only for the war areas, but also for the air arm as well as the air 
transport units. 
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3. Air bases are the first targets of Soviet assaults. They were the steppingstone 
for the sudden invasion of Afghanistan. There should be special defensive power 
and effective defensive measures for the frontier as well as the rear bases. 


4. Research should be conducted in counter-airlift tactics. If we can deliver our 
blows in the course of Soviet airlifting and stop such airlifting, there will be a 
better chance for us to frustrate a Soviet invasion. 


5. Research should be conducted on tactical problems raised by the entry of armed 
helicopters into the battlefield.

{Text7 In the "Soldiers, the Sons and Brothers of the People" program of the central 
TV station on the eve of the Spring Festival of 1981, a color documentary entitled 
“Underwater Hunting Begins From Here” was televised. The "Steel Whale” was shown 
Slowly sailing into the open sea to the strains of a delightful melody, leaving a 
deep impzession on the viewers. The majestic military banners, the young marines, 
the well-laid-out blocks of school dormitories and the martial spirit of the fighting 
vessels were all watched with rapt attention. 


The naval submarine school is located in a beautiful coastal city. Illuminated by 
the sunlight of the party, this only training school for “underwater dragons” of the 
navy has grown up along with the people's navy. In the past 30 years, this school 
has sent group after group of fine commanders and fighters to the submarine units of 
the navy in accordance with the party's “steadfast and correct political orientation, 
hard working and plain living style, and highly flexible strategy and tactics” and 
the principle of "all-round moral, intellectual and physical development.” These 
commanders and fighters are now sailing fighting vessels along the long coastal 
defense lines of the motherland, patroling the open sea, and dedicating their 
valuable youth to the defense of the socialist motherland and the building of a 
steel wall of the sea. They have written a proud chapter of heroism in our history. 


The submarine school affords a pleasant environment for study and enjoys a unique 
geographical advantage--its proximity to the sea. The entire school compound is 
located near the shore with a mountain behind it. The well-laid-out blocks are 
flanked by luxuriant foliage, with a huge drill ground, measuring more than 10,000 
square meters, in the center. The majestic school building is in close proximity to 
an azure bay, so that on a calm day the classrooms command a good view of the open 
sea with ships plying to and fro. In the early morning, people can enjoy the refreshing 
sea breeze; at night, they can see dots of fishing lights and hear the waves 

lapping against the shore. It is against such a poetic background that the “under- 
water dragons” of the future are exploring the mysteries of submarine technology, 
being gradually uplifted under the influence of the glorious traditions of our 

army, and learning the skill of winning victories. 
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The main task of the submarine school is to train submarine commanders at various 
levels. The students here must have high political consciousness, at least a high 
school cultural level, and the physical condition of aviators. They are mostly former 
army personnel or high school graduates. The school term is 4 years. Besides political 
theory, higher mathematics, general physics, foreign languages, electronics and 
other basic subjects taught in institutes of higher learning, the students also have 
to learn navigation, weaponry and other professional military techniques related to 
submarines. The submarine school is very well equipped. There are more than 50 
practical training compartments where simulated submarine warfare of various types 
can be conducted. The school also concentrates on the use of practical methods, 
including practical training at sea. In late spring and early summer, or late autumn 
and early winter each year, the training vessels, with full loads of students, sail 
out of the military harbor and cruise the vast open sea day and night. This is an 
indispensable part of the training program to help the students combine theory with 
practice, steel their will at sea, and learn about workstyle and techniques. There 
is also a strong teaching staff in the school. Among the staff are veteran submarine 
crew members of the older generation and many experts in submarine theory and military 
equipment. These hard-working “gardeners” are now toiling day and night to bring up 
the “underwater dragons." Like a sowing machine in perpetual operation, they are 
disseminating the matured seeds all over the vast coastal areas and territorial 

seas of the motherland. In the past 30 years, they have brought up group after 
group of "red and expert" submarine commanders who have become backbone elements at 
various levels of the naval submarine units. 


The military academy spends its time in a tense and yet orderly atmosphere. As soon 
as the trumpet heralds the arrival of dawn, waves of students take to the drill 
ground. Some of them practice at the single or double poles, scme race on a 

Swinging bridge; some join the marathon; and some participate in mass drills.... The 
school drill ground in the morning is the scene of flying dragons and leaping tigers, 
all full of youthful vigor. Eight classes are held in the school each day, and 

these classes are the main components of the curriculum. After supper, the students 
review their own lessons. Some of them carry out self-study in the classrooms; othecs 
go to the laboratories to familiarize themselves with the instruments; and still 
others head for the playground with basketballs in hand. 


Immediately after sunset, the navigator students, led by their tutors, come to the 
shore and scan the sky with their sextants. Although modern science and technology 
have now developed to such a stage that satellites are used in navigation, sky 
scanning is still the most basic means of determining positions and this must be 
grasped by all navigators. They deftly operate their sextants, measure each 
twinkling star from the horizon, chart the heights and write down the times. 


The school pays great attention to physical training. Aside from regular military 
training, it also includes swimming, boating and gangway ladder climbing in the 
curriculum. There are swimming pools in the school compound and special swimming 
beaches outside. 


The students enjoy a large variety of outdoor life and are free to participate in 
various activities according to their own hobbies. They can read in the library, 
watch movies at regular hours, join in singing and sports contests, or organize 
Sightseeing tours. By these means, they can enrich their minds as well as steel their 
wills. 
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Under the fluttering military banners and amid militant songs, the naval submarine 
school, as the cradle of “underwater dragons,” is now marching along the road 
illuminated by Marxism-LeniniSm-Mao Zedong Thought toward the goal of national 

defense modernization! The vast open sea is beckoning them, and the motherland 

wants to be strong and prosperous. The younger generation dedicated to the defense 

of the motherland's territorial waters is now sturdily maturing under the care of 

the party. They are learning the required skill and will take tothe oceans where they 
will build an underwater steel wall and dedicate themselves to the four modernizations!

CHANGE IN HONG KONG'S STATUS DEEMED UNLIKELY

[Text] In April of this year, Deng Xiaoping, vice chairman of the CCP Central 
Committee, received in Beijing Lord Carrington, British Secretary of State for 
Foreign and Commonwealth Affairs, and discussed the future of Hong Kong. Deng 
indicated: "Within or after 16 years, even if Hong Kong's status changes, the 
profits of investors will not be damaged." Two years before, when receiving 
MacLehose, the governor of Hong Kong, Deng had expressed the same idea. 


Deng Xiaoping is the number one political strongman of the Chinese communists, 
and what he said once again made clear that the Chinese government is willing to 
maintain normal relations between China and Hong Kong. 


The CCP's Consistent Position With Regard to Hong Kong 


Hong Kong is China's territory. Owing to reasons that everybody knows, Hong Kong 
Island, Kowloon, and the New Territories were placed, one after another, under 
British rule. The Chinese communists have consistently refused to recognize the 
unequal treaties imposed on China by imperialism. However, the Chinese communists 
have adopted an attitude of tacit acquiescence with regard to the continuation of 
Hong Kong's status quo. Since the Chinese communists founded their state, they 
have engaged in many military operations, but their armed forces have never crossed 
the Shenzhen River. Even in 1976, when riots broke out in Hong Kong under the 
influence of a leftist ideological trend, and when some people proposed that 
British rule over Hong Kong be ended, the Chinese communists did not take this 
opportunity to regain sovereignty over Hong Kong. 


The Chinese communists hold the absolute initiative over Hong Kong. If they wanted 
to recover it, they could move a division from the Guangzhou Units into Hong 

Kong in a short while, and the British forces stationed in Hong Kong would be no 
match for the division. Backing up a little, military force need not be used; it 
is only necessary to cut off the supply of grain, vegetable, and potable water, 

and Hong Kong will have no way to maintain normal life. 
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Wry do the Chinese communists not take back Hong Kong but rather want to maintain 
its status quo? This is because it is advantageous for China to maintain Hong 
Kong's status quo. In other words, the present status of Hong Kong is of great 
practical value for China. On the eve of Lord Carrington's visit to China, the 
Chinese communists’ most authoritative newspaper--RENMIN RIBAO--published a poem 
written by the famous poet Ai Qing, which best illustrates this point. Ai Qing, in 
his poem entitled "Hong Kong," wrote: 


"You are the motherland's import-export passageway, 

You are the place where commodities are exchanged, 

You are the link for friendly intercourse, 

You are the bridge to the five continents and fcur seas. 
For many years you have created immeasurable wealth for the 
motherland." 


In the final analysis, how much wealth has Hong Kong created for China? This is 
really hard to estimate. In 1980, the total output of goods exported by China to 
Hong Kong reached US$ 1 billion, and China obtained US$ 400 million in income from 
tourists coming through Hong Kong. Adding other items, in that year the amount 
China earned in foreign exchange from Hong Kong reached over 5 billion yuan, about 
a third of its total income from foreign exchange. 


Just imagine, if the Chinese communists had long ago taken back Hong Kong, its 
status would be far inferior to that of Shanghai or Tianjin and would not even be 
as good as that of Guangzhou. It would not have today's prosperity and importance, 
so how could it make as much a contribution to China? Also, how could it play the 
role of a "passageway," "link," and "bridge"? 


Hong Kong's Role in China's “Four Modernizations" 


China is now healing the wounds left by the catastrophe of the Cultural Revolution, 
readjusting the national economy, and beginning the construction of the four 
modernizations. The construction of the "four modernizations" requires the 
exploitation of natural resources, the introduction of funds from abroad, the 
assimilation of advanced technology and management experiences from abroad, the 
development of maritime lanes and transport.... Hong Kong has great prospects in 
all of these aspects. Compared to the other areas and cities, Hong Kong can play 
a greater role in aiding China's "four modernizations." 


in the exploitation of China's natural resources, first on the list is the 
exploitation of energy sources. China's coastal waters contain rich deposits 

of petroleum and natural gas, and China needs international cooperation to 
extract these deposits in large amounts. Hong Kong can help China to exploit its 
natural resources, especially the oilfields in the South China Sea and the land 
adjacent to Hong Kong. If Hong Kong is used as China's logistical base and its 
advantageous conditions are fully utilized, then China can get twice the results 
with half the effort. 


in raising foreign capital, Hong Kong has now become China's wajor source of 
foreign exchange. Following the increase in China-Hong Kong trade and the 
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expansion of China's investments in Hong Kong, after several years Hong Kong 

has provided China with 10 billion yuan in foreign exchange. And Hong Kong is 
the banking center of the Far East, and if China so requires Hong Kong can obtain 
large loans for China. 


With regard to technology and management experience, Hong Kong's laborers and 
workers are fairly skilled and its managerial ranks are of fairly high quality, and 
can provide China with experience in enterprise management and with specialized 
knowledge about production. Owing to its convenient geographical position and 

its cultural affinity, Hong Kong's experience is more easily assimilated by China 
and thus is of more use to it. 


With regard to developing maritime shipping and transport, Hong Kong is one of 

the three largest commercial ports in the world and is the shipping center of the 
Asian and Pacific region. The ship tonnage controlled by Hong Kong shipowners 
now exceeds 50 million tons and is the fourth largest in the world, behind Greece, 
America, and Japan. China's shipbuilding industry is developing rapidly, and its 
maritime fleet is also rapidly expanding. China and Hong Kong can vigorously 
cooperate in the ocean shipping enterprise, and they are actually already in the 
preliminary stage of this cooperation. 


In short, Hong Kong in many aspects can help China's construction of the "four 
modernizations." During construction of the "four modernizations," China can 
develop Hong Kong's role fully over a long period. By maintaining Hong Kong's 
Status quo and establishing normal relations with Hong Kong, China can continue 
to regard Hong Kong as a "passageway," "link," and "bridge" to the world and will 
obtain even greater benefits. 


The Chinese Communists Have Taken Positive Measures With Regard to Hong Kong 


Normal relations between China and Hong Kong depend on safeguards by the three 
sides--China, Britain, and Hong Kong--and the decisive factor in this equation 

is China. China's attitude toward Hong Kong also decides the practical value and 
contributions that Hong Kong has and makes for China. As stated before, Hong 

Kong has made a great contribution to China over the past 30 years; during China's 
construction of the “four modernizations,™ it can make an even greater contribution. 
Therefore, China has taken many positive measures with regard to Hong Kong. 


First of all, the Chinese leaders have once again guaranteed the profits of Hong 
Kong investors, allowing them to concentrate on developing their enterprises, 

and China has fully cooperated with Hong Kong with regard to many aspects, such 
as traffic, water supply, and restrictions on illegal immigration, which has spurre 
spurred the continued maintenance of Hong Kong's stability and prosperity. 


Second, China has expanded its investments in Hong Kong. Over the past 5 years 
China's real estate investments in Hong Kong have reached a total of US$ 3 billion, 
banking businesses are being expanded continually, and the scope of companies 
selling goods made in China is being continually enlarged. Trade representative 
offices from various provinces and cities in China are being set up one after 
another, so that Chinese commercial organizations have become identified with 

those in Hong Kong, and China uses Hong Kong as a base for entrepot trade. 
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Third, the special economic zones opened up in the two provinces of Guangdong 

and Fujian (in Guangdong, the three places of Shenzhen, Zhuhai, and Shantou) draw 
in foreign commercial investments, (principally from Hong Kong), and many enter- 
prises have been cooperatively set up. Recently, the leaders of Guangdong Province 
indicated that the city of Guangzhou and the island of Hainan, with regard to the 
use of overseas chinese capital and foreign capital, provide about the same 
conditions as the special zones. It looks as if the special economic zones will 
continue to expand. 


Fourth, China strives to win over the group of Chinese capitalists in Hong Kong, 

and has expressed sincerity and respect for this group, not only taking in its 
funds, technology, and managerial experience, but also giving it the fullest support 
economically and the fullest encouragement politically, so that enterprises run 

by the group of Chinese capitalists in Hong Kong become more prosperous with each 
passing day and their attachment to China is strengthened. 


What About 1997? 


In brief, the present relations between China and Hong Kong are exceedingly normal, 
and the relations between China and Britain are extremely good. Some people worry 
in this fashion: In 1997, the lease on the New Territories will expire and China 
can take them back; Kowloon and Hong Kong Island could be recovered at the same 
time. This causes the people of Hong Kong to feel insecure, and to worry that 
their capital will be drained away and their businesses will languish. Hong Kong 
could become a stinking port [a play on the name Hong Kong, which means "Fragrant 
Port"]. This kind of "groundless worry" is hardly necessary. 


First of all, the C ‘nese communists have never recognized the unequal treaties. 
Whether China takes ack Hong Kong certainly does not depend on the limits of 
treatises or leases, but rather on what benefit Hong Kong is to China. Facts 
over the past 30 years fully show that the present relations between China and 
Hong Kong are most beneficial to the former, so why would the Chinese communists 
need to change over to new ways? 


Second, even if Hong Kong's status is changed in the future, the Chinese 
communists will devise a policy that will ensure Hong Kong's stability and 
prosperity. This is because the stability and prosperity of Hong Kong are 
conducive to China's “four mdernizations™ and can bring even more benefits to 
China; contrarily, if there were an upheaval and a decline in Hong Kong, China 
would lose its "passageway" and "bridge" to the world. 


Returning to my theme, although normal relations between China and Hong Kong 
depend upon China, in the final analysis they depend on Hong Kong itself. If 
the Hong Kong and British authorities, as well as the personages who hold the 
balance with regard to Hong Kong, lack foresight and cause Hong Kong to lose its 
practical value for China so that it cannot make a contribution and even becomes 
detrimental to China, then the relations between China and Hong Kong cannot remain 
normal and Hong Kong's prospects will be dim. Neither China, Britcrin, nor Hong 
Kong is willing to see this situation arise; neither the bill‘ naire nor the man 
who lives from hand to mouth is willing to see this situation. Therefore, this 
situation will certainly not appear.

COLUMNIST SAYS CHINA'S CONSTITUTION SHOULD GUARANTEE HONG KONG'S STATUS.

Guaranteed by Law"] 


[Text] Even after repeated guarantees from CCP Vice Chairman Deng Xiaoping on 
Hong Kong's status, many residents of Hong Kong still have misgivings. This is 
because he has already reached the advanced age of 76, and even though he is in 
good health, “winds and clouds appear in the sky without warning, and man's 
fortune can change suddenly." Who can guarantee that within 16 years he will not 
have gone to see Mao Zedong? Moreover, “white clouds change into grey dogs--the 
changes in human affairs often take freakish forms." The affairs of human life 
are constantly changing, and after 16 years, even if he is still living, who can 
guarantee that he will continue to be in power and still be able, as now, to 

have a decisive effect on the political situation? "When a man is alive he has 
power, when he dies his power ceases," and the political situation on the mainland 
over the past 30 years keeps this fresh in our memory. 


Hong Kong's future status involves both the delimitation of administrative 
regions and the effects of international treaties. 


The original unequal treaties that ceded territory and gave concessions have already 
been abrogated, so we are not talking about the question of renewing a treaty. If 
one wants to conclude a new treaty, then, according to article 25 of the mainland's 
constitution: The power to ratify or abrogate treaties with foreign states resides 
with the NPC Standing Committee. Although the premier of the State Council has 

the right to make a proposal to the Standing Committee, he cannot by himself decide 
on a treaty's existence or on its effect. Now, the importance of Hong Kong's 
economic and political situations means that Hong Kong could definitely be put on 

an equal footing with a municipality directly under the central government such 

as Beijing, Tianjin, or Shanghai. According to article 22 of the mainland's 
constitution, the power to approve the division and delimitation of the country 

into provinces, autonomous regions, and municipalities directly under the central 
government resides with the NPC, and neither the premier of the State Council nor 
the CCP chairman can make this decision. 


The CCP is stressing that it wants to -«rfect China's legal system, and the 
necessary condition for doing so is respect for the constitution. The position of 
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the CCP leader in this respect is that he can only put torward suggest tons and 
they do not have any legal effect. To comply with the strict nature of the legal 
system, it is also inappropriate for an individual to issue a "guarantees" as he 
pleases. 


Since it is advantageous for China to maintain Hong Kong's status quo, it should 
use the method that puts the minds of overseas personages even more at ease, viz, 
legal guarantees, thereby changing the method of verbal guarantees, which have 
difficulty in being effective for a long period of time and which pose problems 
of legality. 


The mainland is going to revise its constitution this year. According to 
disclosures last September Hu Yaobang, general secretary of the CCP Central 
Committee, told a meeting of party committee secretaries from the provinces, 
municipalities, and autonomous regions: "The constitution must undergo a major 
revision." In reality, this so-called “major revision" is not a patching-up job 
but a major overhaul, a redrafting of a new constitution to take the old one's 
place. The draft of the new constitution has not yet been made public, but we 
believe it has much new content as compared with the constitution currently in 
effect. The additions were necessary because the constitution is the fundamental 
law, the legal basis for the legislation and administration by the organs of the 
State. At present, some measures taken by the Chinese communist government, 
strictly speaking, lack a legal basis. For example, the current constitution 
stipulates that only in localities inhabited by minority nationalities can there 
be “regional autonomy," and does not authorize the government or the NPC Standing 
Committee to set up "special economic zones" in other localities. Obviously, owing 
to the fact that China is still in the beginning stage of gradually perfecting its 
legal system, some gaps and omissions are hard to avoid. When revising the 
constitution, China should remedy these gaps and omissions, and explicitly 
provide in the constitution for the setting up of "special economic zones,’ 
to the extent of permitting some provinces to share in the implementation of 
“specific policies and flexible measures," in order that laws and government 
decrees concerning "special economic zones" will be based on law at the highest 
level. At the same time, China should also make explicit stipulations for the 
future status of Hong Kong as well as Taiwan. The Chinese communists have declared: 
After the peaceful unification of Taiwan and the mainland, the status quo of 
Taiwan's economic system, political system, as well as military system can be 
maintained and will not be changed. Obviously, the future status of Hong Kong 
should also be like this, i.e., the present living standard of the residents would 
be preserved, and the residents of Hong Kong would themselves manage their 
political affairs. On 5 June of last year, when Xi Zhongxun met with personalities 
of various circles in Macao, he said: "In reality, Macao *~d Hong Kong are 

special areas; their territory is China's but their way of doing things can be 
flexible. In the future, after Taiwan is returned to China, it will be the same 
kind of special areas." Obviously, what Mr Xi said in public during his official 
visit was not just his individual view but had been approved by the highest level 
of leadership. However, to explicitly stipulate this in the constitution, as 
9pposed to merely giving a verbal guarantee, will set the minds of Hong Kong 
residents even more et ease and Hong Kong's economy will continue its steady 
development, thereby making an even greater contribution to China's construction.

‘CHINA POST’ EDITORIAL ON PRC THREAT TO TAIWAN

[Text] Senator John Glenn, Dem-Ohic, revealed August 17 in Peiping that Chinese 
communist leaders have refused to reassure the United States that Red China will 
not take Taiwan by force. 


The Ohio Senator, the ranking minority member of the Senate Asian and Pacific Sub- 
committee said that he explained to Peiping's leadersthat "the continued assurances 
of no military takeover were key to there even being normalization" of relations be- 
tween the United States and Peiping. But he said that in his discussions with 
Chinese communist leaders including "Vice Premier" Chi Peng-fei, "Vice Foreign Min- 
ister" Chang Wen-chin, and Hao Te-Tsing, head of "People's Institute for Foreign 
Affairs," "they would not guarantee that there would not be a military takeover." 


Senator Glenn also revealed that arms sales to the Republic of China was a "major 
stumbling block" in improving Washington-Peiping relations. Communist China, he 
indicated, is vigorously opposed to continued U.S. arms sales to Taiwan and has 
promised to make a strong response if they continue. 


It is clear that by the outspoken refusal of Peiping to reassure the United States 
not to use force against Taiwan, Peiping has violated the essential condition upon 
which the United States normalized its relations with the Peiping regime. The 
United States should take serious view of this situation and stop any thought about 
arming that unreliable regime with any “lethal arms," rashly promised by U.S. Sec- 
retary Alexander M. Haig, Jr. The U.S. Congress should indeed hold extensive hear- 
ings on this basic issue of normalization and arms sales which will inevitably en- 
danger the peace and security of the Taiwan Straits and the Asian and Pacific region. 


In view of the Chinese communist threat against the Republic of China to use force, 
there is an urgent need to speed up the arms sales program by the United States to 
the Republic of China so that its self-defense may be strengthened. Time is 

short and any delay will have detrimental effects upon the security of the free 
people of the Republic of China. 


On the other hand, the United States should postpone indefinitely the arms sales 
talks with the Peiping regime tentatively scheduled for September as the State 

- Department announced the other day. Any arms sale to the Peiping regime will 
strengthen its power of aggression against the Republic of China or Southeast Asian 
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nations including the ASEAN nations. But it will be inadequate tv counter-balance 
the Soviet strength as the disparity between Peiping and Moscow if their military 
strength is too great to be overcome by any U.S. supply of “lethal arms." The 
United States should not pay any attention to Peiping’s boast about its ability to 
restrain the Soviets. It has neither the facilities nor the fighting spirit to do 
it, as Peiping's military establishment is an outdated and demoralized outfit which 
cannot possibly fight a modern war. Senator Glenn should give the Senate Asian 

and Pacific Sub-committee a factural report of his findings so that all free people 
may know the truth about Peiping's warlike behavior.
